BOSTON, Jan. 10.—It is many years 


since such havoc has 
been 
caused 


among the coastwise fleet as 
that 


which followed,the .blizzard along the 
New England coast • last 'week. 
Tho 


gale wrecked one 'steamer, six schoon- 
ers and a bar;je, hccordiEig' to the rec- 
ord of disasters disclosed up to yester- 
daj'. Numerous other .vessels sustain- 
ed severe clitmage and were left little 
short of wrecks. 


The property loss is

nearly a million dollars. Only one life 
was sacrificed, whllo 1GO people were 
brought safely to shore.

are much larger borrowers on their 
life insurance than are the f people o£ 
other sections. 
Those credited with 


being the smallest borrowers arc the 
people of tho Central northern states, 
the loans In that section amounting- to 
13.49 per cent, of the reserves main- 
tained to pay the policies of that sec- 
tion upon their maturity. It is stated 
that the largest borrowers are .the peo- 
ple of the Pacific coast section, the 
policy loans there being 20.09 per cent, 
of the reserves. Tho average for the 
United-States for the: same year, 3911, 
was 15.93 per cent. The reserve from 
which this .sum of 5456,000,000 was boiS
